If you are a father, you 
worry about how your wife 
aftd kids would fare if you 
should die. So. you buv life 
insurance. 


So far, so good, but sup- 
pose that it is disablement 
instead of death that endan- 
gers your family, if you can- 
not work, your Income is 
lost to them just as surely as 
if you were gone. 


For a w h i l e , perhaps, 
your employer may be will- 
ing to continue your salary. 
This is likely to be short- 
term comfort, however. Few 
businesses can afford much 
benevolence. 


There is also a S o c i a l 
Security benefit for disabll-

ity, but the rules are tough, 
and the amount is small. Be- 
yond this, your family would 
have to rely on savings, 
loans and whatever your 
wife could earn. 


If all this sounds pretty 
bleak, you may be a candi- 
date for a disability policy, 
one of the fastest growing 
forms of insurance. 


The theory of a disability 


policy is simple enough: It 
will provide you with weekly 
or monthly cash payments if 
your Income is interrupted 
by accident or illness. Poli- 
cies come in several styles, 
however, so you'd better 
check the features care- 
fully: 


Definition—E a c h policy 


specifies what constitutes a 
collectible disability. 
The 


definitions vary considerab- 
ly 


The most lenient ask only 


that you be unable to per- 
form your regular job. what- 
ever it is. The mid-range 
policy insists that you be un- 
able to do anything for which 
you are "trained or experi- 
enced." 


The toughest of all re- 
quires that you must be un- 
able to do anything at all 
that would yield a "wage or 
profit." C o n s i d e r i n g the 
variety In the world's work, 
this clause opens all sorts of 
interesting possibilities. 


Waiting Period—In every 


disability policy there is an 
interval between the time 
you're disabled and the time 
benefits begin. In the better 
policies, this interval may be 
only a week, but in others it 
can be as much as 90 days, 
or even a year. 


Make sure the waiting 
period in any policy you buy 
realistically r e f l e c t s the 
length of time your family 
could get along without any 
income. 


Range of Benefits — Poli- 
cies may pay as much as 
$1,500 per m o n t h for two 
years or less, up to $1,000 
for long terms. The amount 
of the benefit is geared to 
the price of the policy. 


One caution, however, The 
maximum payment is usual- 
ly limited to no more than 
60 per cent of your normal 
e a r n i n g s , presumably to 
keep disablement from be- 
coming a profitable enter- 
prise. 


Waiver of Premium—Aim 


for a premium waiver in any 
policy you plan to buy. This 
will prevent you from having 
to pay the premiums at the 
same time you are collecting 
benefits. 


If all this emphasis on dis- 


ability has made you de- 
pressed, here Is one cheerful 
note: Benefits f r o m such 
policies are not taxable.

Abnormal Palm Lines 
No Indication of Disease 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


A mother writes thai her 


infant son appears to be 
healthy and strong but that 
he has a so-called simian 
crease on his right palm. His 
left palm is normal. Having 
heard various rumors, she is 
concerned about the possible 
significance of this. 


In normal palms, what the 


palmists call the head line 
and the heart line, although 
separate and distinct, do not 
extend across the entire 
palm. In many, but not all, 
victims of mongolism, these 
lines may be replaced by a 
single line that does traverse 
Jhe-rWhoie. palm. This is the 
simian crease. This and oth- 
er abnormal lines are also 
seen in some children with, 
leukemia and those with de- 
fects due to German measles 
in the mother during preg- 
nancy. Incidentally, mongol- 
oid children are highly sus- 
ceptible to leukemia. 


Since abnormal palm lines 


are also seen in a small pro- 
portion of normal children, 
they are not a positive indi- 
cation of any disease. They 
should, however, cause your 
doctor to be on the alert for 
early signs of mongolism or 
leukemia. 


Q—My 4-month-old daugh- 


ter's right arm and leg are 
much larger than her left. 
pur doctor calls this local- 
ized gigantism. He says that 
it is rare and that nothing 
can be done for it. What do 
you think? 


A—This developmental ab- 


normality, sometimes called 
hemihypertrophy, is indeed 
i ace. For some u n k n o w n 
reason, the victim is usually 
a girl. The difference 
be- 


tween the two sides often be- 
c o m e s less as the 
child 


grows older 
When the dif- 


ference is great, surgical re- 
pair is recommended 
This 


is done in multiple stages 
and should be started t>eiore 
the child reaches school age.
